The first few years of 
the mission Were truly organizational years. A St. Mary”s Student 
Association and a Catholic Chinese Young Men's Association were 
founded, Also, the first in a long line of basketball championships was 
Won When a St. Mary's team won the 95-lb. divisional title of the Bay 
Cities Catholic School Athletic League. The remodeling and expan- 
sion of the school came.about in 1927 with money received from a 
nine-day festival pageant entitled “Feast of the Lanterns,” which 
ended with a spectacular night parade from City Hall down Market 
Street and through Chiratown. 

Between 1927 and 1932, Father Bergen engaged himself in answer- 
ing the health，housing，employment and educational needs of the 
Chinsee community.，A_ dental clinic was started at the school in 
1928. An employment bureau was also begun in an effort :to find 
Work for Chinatown's young people. Also in 1928, the Catholic Chi- 
nese Mission Auxiliary was formed，consisting of mainly non-Chinese 
friends and helpers of the mission，They contributed enormous 
amounts of time, talent and money to St. Mary's and were instru- 
Imental in its growth. 

There was the Thanksgiving Day Chinese vs. Japanese football game 
训 1934 which the Chinese won. Father Johnson was the significant 
factor iD the formation of the Boy Scout and Cub Sconut troops in 
1935. There was the nationwide exposure of the mission in the Nov. 
23, 1936, issue of Life magazine. In 1937 there was the visit of Bishop 
Paul Yu Pin, Vicar Apostolic of Nanking, and the Senior and Junior 
Court of the Catholic Daughters of America. It was also around this

Under a new nationwide Navy 
recrujitment Program Fong has 
been pulled from his desk at the

Shipped to _ the Bay Area for a 
week to promote the Navy among 
minority high school students. 


“The Navy has had a bad repu- 
tation,” he said.“Once 工 looked 


at the Navy as a bunch of stuffed

It is still too early to gauge thbe 
effect of visits to students across 
the country by minority group 
officers，Fong said. None of the 
students he spoke with immedi- 
ately went out and enlisted . 


But Fong said his attitude 
changed once he became a naval 
officer after graduating from Offi- 
cers Candidqate School at Newport，

“TI have never experienced any 
discrimnination against me in the 
Navy,， ”he declared. “Although 
when I was a junior officer many 
people looked at me in awe. They 
had mnever seen a Chinese Navy 
officer.”

Medicine Around the Globe 


The -United 
States must Ultimately evolve its own 
health care system，but meanwhile this 
country can -learn much from the sute- 
cesses and failures of ,other mational 
health Plans，Dbelieves Dr: Jiza Veith, a 
clinical Psychiatrist and Professor of the 
history of health sciences at UC San 
Francisco. 

了 Dr. Veith is an expert in the history 
of medicine，Particularly as it i Prac- 
ticed in the Far East, Im 1949, she Pre- 
Pared the fnrst and only English trans- 
lation of TPe-Yeliot 下 72DeroPs Classic 
of Internal Medicine, the oldest Chinese 
medical book in existence, now in a new 
Tevised edition， 

Dr，Veith _ came to UCSF in 1964， 
from the University of Chicago. Just 
three months after arriving in San Fran- 
cisco，her jife was suddenly changed， 
and nearly Shortened, by a Severe Stroke 
that left her left arm Paralyzed and 
greatly impaired her ability to walk. 
With the same determination and dis- 
cipline she had relied upon all her life, 
She virtually forced herself to _recover. 

At UCSF Dr. Veith maintains a de- 
manding schedule，including teaching 
SixX _ courses，She has written well over

Recently，she has become nationally 
Janown for her expert knowledge of acu- 
Puncture，Using a _ beautiful lacquered 
Imodel of a man，whose body is marked 
with the points at which acupuncture 
needles Imay be inserted，Dr. Veith de- 
scribes this ancient procedure，“The Or- 
iental theory js that the bodqy is pervaded 
by vital essences， Imbalance causes 


disease. The balance may be restored 


and pain relieved by insertion of a very 
fne needle into the body 一 horizontally， 
just beneath the skin 一 at the exact 
points Where these vital essences Tise 


to the surface， The needle does not 


introduce or remove any substance.

“Acupuncture is Practiced all over the 


.Far 了 East，anywhere that the Chinese 


infuence is felt，We 也 the Western 
World can only understand 让 in terms， 
of the Oriental explanationy we do mot 
know how to explain 让 二 Western Sci 
entifc terms. Ido know that the pain 
relief 让 brings is not Purely psychologi- 
cal. Tve seen small babies in pain qui- 
eted with the insertion cf the delicate 
needles. Adults appear to benefit also， 
but I have never kad the chance to 
follow up on any of the Patients.…” 
Although the medical value of acu- 
puncture is not completely documented， 
Dr. Veith feels that many Western doc- 
tors can learn much from this and other 
aspects of international and historical 


medicine. For example, her most recent 


article,“Intercultural Thoughts on Sex= 
ual Mores, suggests that an under- 
standing -of the wide variety of sex 
customs will help doctors to feel less 
inhibited when discussing sexual Prob- - 
lems with their Patients. 2 
Despite her physical restrictions，DT. 
Veith continues to lecture throughonut 
the world and to Participate ip local， 
national and international societies con- 
cerned with the history of medicine. 
She is a Fellow of the Royal Society 


of Medicine (London) and an honorary 才 |
